New York, November 6.—Weatler con- 
ditions which could not be Improved, to- 
gether with an unusual interest in the 
contest between Charles E. Hughes and 
William R. Hearst, ijeading, candidates 
fer governor, brought out an unprece- 
dentedly large early vote in all sections 
of the state. 

Advices from widely scattered districts 


detail without exception a flood of bal- 
lots during the morning hours and in 
many places nearly the full vote had 
been polled by noon. New York city 
was no exception and except in scattered 
districts the forengon was remarkably 
heavy. In Brooklyn, where Patrick Mc- 
Carren, the democratic leader, has been 
‘making a determined and open | fight 
@gainst William D. Hearst, there were 
indications that the regular democratic 
voters were holding back early in the 
day. Whether this was due to “orders” 
or because in many Brooklyn manufac- 
turing establishments the employees are 
given afternoon rather than the morning 
for voting, is not known. 
Great Vote Being Polled. 

The fine weather which favored the 
voters seemed to please all the party 
leaders. The Hughes managers called i: 
“good republican weather’’ and declared 
that every hour made the prospects of 
their candidate more bright. On the other 
hand the Hearst managers professed to 
be fully as well satisfied as the republi- 
cans. They were sure that the farmers’ 
vote would help their cause, tney said. 
This afternoon both the candidates were 
claiming victory by approximately 200,- 
000 plurality each. 

One of the features of the election was 
the extreme vigilance of the watchers at 
the thousands of polling places through- 
out the state. In many towns and vil- 
lages hordes of private detectives guard- 
ed every ‘ballot box to prevent illegal 
voting. :

All ‘of these 
were permitted to vote after proving their 
residence. 

Charles EB, Hughes, the republican can- 
didate for governor, was one of the early 
voters, depositing his ballot about 8 
o'clock. . : .

W. R. Hearst went to :the polis. 

Many Arrests Are Made. . 

Service of the thousands of warrants 
, Sworn out by Superintendent of Blections 
Morgan was begun early in the day and 
there was a steady stream of prisoners

In nearly: every case, in the first three 
hours, however, the prisoners - proved 
their right to vote and were .permitted 
to go back ang deposit their ballots, 
Bixty arrests\on charges of illegal vot- 
ing and registration and ‘offefing and ac- 
‘cepting money for votes were reported 
at the office of the state superintendent 
of elections during the first two hours, 

This is the greatest number of arrests 
reported in so short a time since the 
bureau was established. 

Among the early morning arrests was 
former police Captain Diamond. He 
voted from his home in East EHighteenth 
street, When the MOrgan men went to 
verify tne address they found the house 
boarded up. The arrest was made on the 
allegation that Captain Diamond had 
lived all#ummer in Putnam county, this 
state.

Changes in the Cabinet. 

The changes that have taken place 
in the cabinet of President Roosevelt 
since he assumed the duties of his 
office have been so numerous that 
probably very few Americans, even 
among those who flatter themselves 
that they keep tolerably well posted 
On national affairs, could name off- 
hand the men who have served in this 
inner circle of the administration. 

Since the beginning of his adminis- 
tration, President Roosevelt has had 
eighteen separate men as his cabinet 
advisers. Several of them have 
served in two separate departments, 
and one has been given three port- 
folios, counting the changes that have 
already been announced. 

In the office of secretary of state, 
the lamented John Hay served until 
hts death, when he was succeeded by 
Elihu Root, the incumbent. 

The portfolio of secretary of war 
was held by Elihu Root until delivered 
to William H. Taft. As secretary of 
the navy, Paul Morton, William H. 
Moody and Charles J. Bonaparte have 
served, and the latter will soon be 
succeeded by Victor H. Metcalfe. As 
attorney general, Philander CC. Knox 
and William H. Moody have served, 
and next comes Charles J. Bonaparte. 
As secretary of the treasury, Lyman 
J. Gage and Leslie M. Shaw have 
filled office, and the latter will be suc- 
ceeded March 4th by George B. Cor- 
telyou. Holding the portfolio of the 
postmaster general have been H. (. 
Payne, Charles Emery Smith, George 
B. Cortelyou and R. J. Wynne. The 
new postmaster general will be George 
Von L. Meyer. 

James Wilson, secretary of agricul- 
ture, is the oldest member of the cab- 
inet, in point of continuous service, 
having held office since appointed by 
McKinley to his present post in 
March, 1897. 3 

As secretary of commerce and 
labor, George B. Cortelyou and Victor 
H. Metcalfe have served, and one of 
the new members of the cabinet, 
George 8. Straus, will succeed. 

The secretary of the interior 
Ethan Allen Hitchcock. : 

A peculiarity of the United States 
cabinet, which distinguishes it from 
that of other countries, is that two 
branches of the administration can- 
not have as their head active special- 
ists in these departments. 

In this country officers of the army 
and navy are inhibited from filling 
the highest administrative posts in 
these departments. In France, on the 
contrary, it is unusual to raise a pri- 
vate citizen to the rank of minister 
of war and many admirals have filled 
the post of minister of marine. 

Also in most parliamentary govern- 
ments, members of the ministry have 
seats in the highest law-making body 
and are, therefore prepared to di- 
rectly’ represent on the floor of the 
house, the administrative views so 
far as they concern their special de- 
partments, 

In England the leader of the ma- 
jority party in parlament practicaliy 
dictates the selection of the ministry, 
though the appointment of its mem-

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A Poor Defense of Tariff Fraud. 
In an apparent attempt to defend 
the unjust : Dingley tariff, American 
Consul J. Martin Miller, of Rheims, 
writing upon the question of the 
prices of Américan products in 


France, says: 

The retall prices of American merchan 
dise sold in France are not fixed by the 
manufacturer any more than the prices 
of breakfast food manufactured in Ohio, 
flour made in Minnesota, or meat canned 
in Chicago are fixed with the retail deal- 
er in a rural Indiana community or the 
retailer in metropolitan New York. 


‘But after volunteering this general 
observation, Mr. Miller presents noth- 
ing in support of it, discussing spe- 
cifically only -three articles: Type- 
writing machines, American shoes 
and, finally, tobacco, which is a gov- 
ernment monopoly in France and can- 
not be taken into consideration in dis- 
cussing the laws of trade. 

The consul at Rheims says nothing 
of the prices of those food products 
for.which an unjust tariff—extorts 
from the American consumer a profit 
far in excess of that charged those of 
foreign nations. There is no word re- 
garding the protected implements of 
agriculture and industry for which 
the American producer must pay a 
toll that cannot be collected from the 
foreigner. 

It is folly for Consul Miller to talk 
about the prices of American mer- 
chandise sold in France not being 
fixed by the manufacturer, when the 
chief element in fixing the price of an 
article to the consumer is the price 
ir 
the manufacturer can sell an article 
in a foreign country at 15 to 25 per 
cent Jess than he sells the same arti- 
cle at home—and it is a moral cer 
tainty that he does so only where he 
makes a profit—it is not only appa- 
rent where the price is fixed, but it 
is self-evident that the American 
people are being robbed under the 
guise of law to enrich those powerful 
enough to warp the ends of govern- 
ment to their sefish purposes. 

Here is a striking object lesson: 


Two railroads parallel each other, one 
on the northern border of the United 
States, the other on the southern bor- 
der of Canada. Both buy their rails 
from the steel trust. The Canadian 
road pays $24 a ton for the identical 
rail that costs the road in this coun- 
try $28. The steel ‘trust can afford 
to pay freight and compete with the’ 
Canadian market, yet it demands and 
is given a protection of 40 per cent 
over foreign competitors, thus ena- 
bling it to charge its own people more 
than Canadians. 

The government’s paternal protec- 

tion of private business interests was 
well paraphrased by Mr. Havemeyer 
before the industrial commission, 
when he unhesitatingly said: 
_ “Without the tariff I doubt if we 
should have dared to take the risk of 
forming the trust: I should not have 
embarked in the sugar business un- 
less it had been protected by the tar- 
‘.”

Wages of Postal Clerks. 

The statement that a graded in- 
crease in salaries would be urged for 
the railway postal clerks of the coun- 
try by First Assistant Postmaster 
General Hitchcock, will come as very 
grateful news to the men throughout 


dling the mail matter of Uncle Sam. 

Probably the employees in every 
department of the government ser- 
vice fare better in the matter of re- 
muneration, when the application 
and amount of knowledge required 
for the duties imposed, is taken into 
consideration, than the postal clerks. 

The new increase which is favored 
will affect three-fourths of the men 
now receiving $900 a year and under, 
and about one-half of those whose 
salary is $900 and $1,000.a year: 40 per 
cent of those who are receiving $1,100 
and $1,200, and. 30 per cent of those 
whose salaries at present are higher 
than the foregoing figures. It will 
bring promotion to about 16,300 clerks 
in first and second class postoffices. 

These men, scattered over the 
country, and upon whose activity and 
intelligence depend so largely the 
prompt conduct of a large part of the 
business of the country, should re- 
ceive compensation commensurate 
with the importance of the posts they 
fill. They are not now being ade- 
quately paid.

Atlanta Was Put in a False Light 
Concerning the Recent Trouble, 
Says Council in a Red-Hot 
Resolution Which Was 
Adopted. 


At the meeting of the city council yes- 
terday afternoon‘a resolution was adopt- 
ed denouncing an article which appeared 
in the last number of the World's Work. 
The article in the magazine contained 
statements about Atlanta concerning the 
recent trouble which council denounced 
as false. 

The resolution was introduced by Alder- 
man Quillian, who made a talk, in which 
he said that council, as representing the 
city, should speak out when such a false 
report was published. Councilman Ter- 
rell also made a talk in which he Said 


| the city owed it to her good name to cor- 


rect the false statement. 

The resolution was as follows: 

“Whereas, the World's Work, in its 
leading article for November, headed, 
‘The March of Events,’ commenting on 
the recent disutrbance in our city, uses 
this language: 

“*The next fact is that the yellow news- 
papers of Atlanta inflamed the “toughs” 
on this subject and wrought up the crowd 
of thugs that throng the streets on Sat- 
urday night, of one of the very worst 
of American cities (for a considerable 
part of Atlanta its made up of the ad- 
venturous riffraff that the mining towns 
of the west used to relieve us of.’) 

“And, whereas, In the same article the 
following language is used: 

**The thir fact is that the city of At- 
lanta has a municipal government that 
is an encouragement to crime. The po- 
lice and fire department did what they 
could after the riot started and when it 
was too late. But the city government 
itself, like the city, lacks character.’ 

“And, whereas, said magazine is pub- 
lished in New York and _ circulated 
through the south and the entire country 
and carries in its columns this vile slan- 
der-upon our city and this body; 

“Resolved, by the mayor and general 
council, That we will not allow such arti- 
cles to go unchallenged, and we denounce 
the same as false, slanderous and libelous 
upon our people and our city; that the 
word ‘ihug’ is a new word for this city; 
that it has never been applied to any 
class of our citizens before, ahd we deny 
that the streets of our city are ever 
thronged with a crowd of thugs, and we 
deny that a considerable part of Atlanta 
is made up of ‘adventurous riffraff’ that 
the mining towns of the west used to 
absorb. While there may be many 
rough people in our community, they are 
in a woeful minority. 

“The statement that ‘the city of Atlan- 
ta has a municipal government that is an 
encouragement to crime’ js false. On the 
contrary, a@ iarge majority of the per- 
sonnel of the city government are mem- 
bers and officers of the leading churches 
of the city and stand for sobriety, moral- 
ity and the enforcement of law, and this 
council, by its official action, has offered 
large rewards for the arrest, with evi- 
dence to convict, the criminals responsi- 
ble for the murderous assaults on inno- 
cent people. 

“We crallenge the statement that the 
city of Atlanta lacks character, and 
proudly refer to the magnificent: record 
she has made since an invading army left 
her smoldering in ashes. She has never 
had an official against whom aught has 
been brought for conduct in his official 
capacity. There is nothing 
with her growth and history that justi- 
fies the statement that Atlanta Is one 
of the worst American cities ‘and its court 
records show that this statement is false, 
It is a city of churches, schools, colleges
